Celebrate UNO, theuniversity’sannualopen 
house, will not be held this year, according to 
Nancy Castifow, manager of community rela- 
tions for UNO, 

Celebrate UNO began at the conclusion of 
the Diamond Jubilee fund-raising program, 
Castitow said. 

“What we really wanted to do was create an 
event that not only thanked the donors, butalso 
let the gencral public come to UNO and sce 
what the campus really had to offer,” she said. 
“We certainly did that.” 

Castifow said although there are no official 
attendance figures, thousands of local residents 
attended Celebrate UNO each year. 

The decision to discontinue Celebrate UNO 
was based on the cost of the event, uncertainty 
of corporate sponsorship and the amount of 
work required of students, faculty and staff. 
University Relationsrecommended the discon- 
tinuanee to Chancellor Del Weber, and he 
agreed, Castilow said, 

“Celebrate UNOisa very expensiveproject,” 


Castilow said. 

The 1991 Celebrate UNOcostabout$34,000, 
with UNO paying $11,000 of the total cost, she 
said. Corporate sponsors contributed the rest. 

“Isimply think there are ways we can spend 
money andadvertise UNOand getjustasmuch 
good will for UNO,” Castifow said. 

A survey conducted after cach Celebrate 
UNO also contributed to the discontinuance of 
the event, Castilow said. 

“At the beginning, the chancellor told us 
Celebratenceded tobca grass rootseffort,” she 
said, The survey showed faculty, staff and 
students who worked with the event were be- 
coming dissatisfied, 

Castilow said no plans are under way to 
replace Celebrate UNO, buteventsare planned 
which will bring attention to UNO. 

Castilow said Education Expo, sponsored 
by Cox Cable and the Knowledge Network, 
will be held during the spring at UNO. The 
event usually is held at Ak-Sar-Ben. 

“While that is nota substitute (for Celebrate 
UNO), it is an event that will bring a large 
number of people to campus,” she said.

The UNO Faculty Senate wants to promote 
higher teaching standards on campus. 

In an attempt to do this, it unanimously 
passed legislation to “substantially enhance 
funding for the University Committce for the 
Advancement of Teaching and for the Center 
for Faculty Development.” 

The funding is to be “maintained at a level 
facifitating the ongoing developmentand main- 
tenance ofexcellence inteaching,” according to 
the proposal. 

The legislation, drafted by the Committee 
on Professional Development, was amended 
from its original form, as references to compar- 
ing the funding to research dollars were dis- 
puted. 

“We want to make it very clear that this 
request is not meant to siphon money from the 
Committee of Research,” Sen. George Garri- 
son said. 

According to Committee Chair Edsel 
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Buchanan, the legislation, which would receive 
funding from the university budget, will ulti- 
mately benefit UNO students. 

“We believe that students at UNO deserve 
the best possible teachers to deliver the best 
possible teaching,” Buchanan said. 

tn other business, Fuad Abduilah, chair of 
the Academic and Curricular Affairs Commit- 
tee, reported to the Senate on the status of the 
expedition of grade delivery to students, 

Atthe Jan. 15 Senate meeting, Sen. Robert 
Carison requested that the Senate speak to 
administration on the problem of students re- 
ceiving their grade reports after walk-in regis- 
tration. 

According to Abdullah, the committee dis- 
cussed the matter with Registrar Lew Conner 
Feb. 3. 

Conner satd although the majority of stu- 
dents should receive their grade reports before 
registration, those whodidnoltcouldcheck their 
grades at the Registrar's office on registration 
days.

Trussell, dean of the College of Business Administration 
(CBA) for 12 years, left that post Dec. 31. He currently admin- 
istersinternational programsin CBA and ispreparing foraretum 
to the classroom in the fall. 

Davis, former assistant vice chancellor for student develop- 
ment services, had spent about 19 ycars in student affairs 
administration. He teaches graduate-level counseling courses 
this semester. 

Both “born-again-teachers” said they welcomed the change. 

“The difference is now I spend every day on what I want to 
work on rather than what I have to work on,” Trussell said.

Trussell said he enjoyed serving as dean, but wanted to 
concentrate on new areas — particularly CBA’s burgeoning 
intemational programs. 

One of those programs is the Al, ICuza University Project in 
Romania, which Trussell administers. UNO received a$193,000 
grant from the United States Information Agency in August to 
assist the developmentof business programs at Cuza University 
in Iasi, Romania. 

“Tom Gouttierre (UNO's dean of intemational studies and 
programs) and I wrote the grant proposal,” Trussell said. “When

Did you know the first member of Christopher Columbus’ 
crew to set foot in the New World, Luis de Torzes, was of 
Jewish descent? 

Did you also know the man who financed the trip, Luis de 
Santangel, was Jewish? 

These and other facts concerning Spanish Jews and their 
expulsion to Latin America is the focus of an exhibit at 
Omaha’s Jewish Community Center (JCC). 

The exhibit, “Voyages to Freedom: 500 Years of Jewish 
Life in Latin America and the Caribbean” commemorates the 
500th anniversary of Spanish Jews’ expulsion from Spain in 
1492, said Kenneth Libo, curator of American Jewish History 
at New York City’s Museum of Jewish Heritage. 

“This is a very important subject because there were many 
people in Spain of Jewish descent,” Libo said. “The year 1492 
was doubly important for Jews because it was not only the year 
Columbus sailed to the New World, but also Jews were forced 
to leave after living there for cight centuries.” 

Libo said Jews were forced to leave after the Christian royal 
couple, Ferdinand and Isabella, captured the last Moslem 
stronghold in early 1492. 

Previously, under Christian and Moslem rule, Jews with 
politically and economically important in Spain, he said. 

“Jews developed important nautical and astrological instru- 
ments, They were outstanding map-makers. Columbus could 
never have sailed if it wasn’t for what the Jews invented.” 

“But once the Mostems lost their last bastion in March of 
1492, Jews were considered no longer useful, and, in fact, a 
threat. F Ferdinand and Isabella wantedasinglereligion inSpain. 
The idea of not accepting Christianity was a very dangerous 
idea for Jews,” Libo said. 

Jews continued to suffer religious persecution in the New 
World in the 1500s, In the early 1600s, Jews living in Brazil 
were able to — their ies more eae after the

Imagine the UNO men’s basketball team playing in the Final 
Four tournament with teams like Duke, Indiana and Oklahoma 
State, Well, that is exactly what happened to the UNO wrestlers 
last weekend at the Cliff Keen Nationat Dual Championships in 
Ann Arbor, Mich. 

The championships displayed 11 of the top Division I teams 
in the nation including Iowa, Iowa State and Penn State. The 
innovative tournament, sponsored by the National Wrestling 
Coaches Association (NWCA), matched teams in a dual-style 
format rather than the orthodox individual style. 

Inthe traditional tournament, a wrestler advances through the 
meeton his own victories and losses. In the dual style two teams 
are matched in a dual and then advance through the bracket asa 
team. 

The Mavs were the only Division II team to participate in the 
tournament. UNO was invited to the duals because of last year’s 
national championship. Butas Coach Mike Denncy was quick to 
explain, this year’s team is much different from last year’s. 

“We lost five senior All-Americans from last year, and now 
have more freshman starters than we've had in years,” he said. 

Denney brought fourof the five scniors from last year’s squad 
as coaches for the trip. 

The team’s youth showed as the Mavs went 0-3 for the 
tournament. Although the weekend was filled with losses, it was 
a productive one for the inexperienced group. 

“Sometimes adefeatcan beareal gift,” Denney said. “If used 
in the right way, it could be a great experience.” 

The educational weekend began on Saturday for the Mavs, 
when they lost 35-6 to eighth-seeded Purdue. 

“The score was misleading,” Denncy said. “We had some 
close matches that could have gone either way.” 

The only two victories for the Mavs were at 126 pounds, 
where Bill Glenn won an 8-4 decision, and at 190 pounds, with 
Pat Kelly’s 9-5 win.
